Attorney-General Robert Bonner today 
said a provincial highway patrol to replace 
present RCMP traffic squads would cost 
more, be less efficient and confuse the 
public. 

The suggestion of a provincial patrol 
was raised by Highways Minister P. A. 
Gaglardi Monday. He has raised it before 
and Mr. Bonner has shot it down before. 

Taking time for a comprehensive reply 
to the suggestion, Mr. Bonner emphasized 
he was not aware of any discussions going 
on that might lead to a provincial highway 
patrol. 

Although it is true that some statés in 
the U.S.-maintain highway patrols, he said 
it has never been considered suitable for 
B.C.-— apart from a “courtesy patrol to 
assist traffic “On Certain pin wn Lond was 


operated by the defunct toll authority. 

Mr. Bonner said the arrangement with 
the RCMP for patrolling B.C. highways “is 
both efficient and economical to this prov- 
ince. 

“First, it is more efficient because these 
patrols not only look after traffic but also 
are available to the detachments for 
general police duties. 

“Second, it is more economic from the 
province’s point gf view because the cost 
is shared with the federal government on 
a 60-40 basis which is a financial arrange- 
ment that can’t be matched by a B.C. high- 
way patrol.

Mercury Skids 
To 6.9. Degrees 


By PETE LOUDON 


A freezing north wind brought snow and 
record-shattering temperatures, to Greater 
Victoria Tuesday night .. . and there’s more 
snow threatening. 


It was the coldest night ever recorded in 
December. 


And the mercury nudged the all-time low of 6.4 
degrees registered Jan. 13, 1950. 

Our overnight low: 6.9 degrees. 

The weather stunned Victoria and before the community 
was fully recovered, weatherman Bill Mackie said: 

“The next weather system heading south from Alaska 
could bring an appreciable amount of snow by tomorrow. 
and I do mean snow.” 

He said it will be clear tonight with the odd cloud and 
the occasional snow flurry, but the potential for early Thurs- 
day is snow. Low ‘tonight 15 (a bit higher), Thursday—25, 

It was snowing at Sooke before noon. 

The 40-mile north. wind that hit Victoria late Tuesday left 
the city gasping. 

@ Hundreds of residents found water pipes frozen today, 

@ Hundreds of cars were weather-bound. 

@ Power was disrupted in some areas, ferries were 
rocked, a radio station was put off the air, small boats were 
harbor-locked.
